COMES NOW the Applicant and shows the Commission as follows :

1 . Parties : That the Applicant is Lori Wrotenbery, Director, Oil and Gas Conservation
Division, Oklahoma Corporation Commission, P .O. Box 52000, Oklahoma City, Ok. 73152-2000 .

2. Allegations of Fact: OAC 165 :10-17-11 provides for a semi-annual proration hearing to
review the proration factors affecting unallocated gas wells . Pursuant to said rule, the Applicant has
filed this application to establish the proration factors for the second and third calendar quarters of
2008. With respect to those factors, the Oil and Gas Conservation Division of the Corporation
Commission will recommend to the Commission en banc at the hearing on the merits that the
unallocated gas well allowables for the second and third calendar quarters of 2008 should be set at
the greater of sixty-five percent (65%) of the calculated wellhead absolute open flow or a rate
of 2000 MCF/Day.

3 . Legal Authoritv_: OAC 165:10-17-11 .

4. Relief Sought : Wherefore, the premises considered, the Applicant asks for an order
establishing the proration factors to be used in determining allowable production from unallocated
wells during the months of April, 2008, through September, 2008 .
